Doings of the International Brother- 
hood of Paper Makers. 


Questions Acted Upon—Three Tours—Short Work Week— 
Admission of Pulp Men—Election of Officers—Next Meet- 
ing to Be at Niagara Falls, N. Y.—Delegates to the 
American Federation of Labor Convention. 











[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Erie, Pa., May 1903.—Wednesday, May 13, the third 
day of the annual convention of the International Brother 
hood of Paper Makers, was a lively one. At both the 
morning and the afternoon sessions the question of 
whether or not the eight hour shift and sixty-five hours 
maximum weekly labor should be demanded of all the 
manufacturers was threshed out. 

Several delegates informed your correspondent that the 
news mill men opposed the Sunday shutdown on the 
ground that it was difficult for the mills running as they 
are now to fill their orders, and that if the hours of oper 
ation were curtailed the demand could not be supplied. 
On the other hand the fine paper men were willing to see 
this change go into effect, as it would not interfere with 
the supply to the trade, owing to the fact that all orders 
could be filled just the same as they are on the shorter 
schedule. 

While it was considered that the eight hour shift plan 
had been adopted in several of the Eastern mills, it was 
not believed that at the present time the organization was 
strong enough to demand the proposed “radical changes 
throughout the country. ‘ 

The convention left the matter in the hands of the in- 
dividual local lodges, with the recommendation that wher 
ever possible the changes be carried out. It is extremely 
improbable that where the mill owner. objects to the 
change any action will be taken for at least another year. 


rhe action of all local brotherhoods regard to demands 


the executive board, and as 


must first be passed upon by 
this body seems to be opposed to a serious clash with the 
mill owners, there is little probability that many demands 
for the innovation will be made during the coming twelve 
months. 

The plan for the ensuing year is to rush the organiza 
tion work and endeavor to get as many mills into the 
Brotherhood as possible before the next annual meeting, 
with the hope that the organization will then be strong 
enough to demand that all the mills adopt these changes. 

At the Central Labof Union Hall Wednesday night a 
smoker was held for the visiting delegates. August 
Klenke, business agent of the C. L. U., welcomed the dele- 
gates on behalf of the 6,000 union men of the city. 

George N. Warde, who is prominent in Western Penn- 
sylvania labor circles, was the principal speaker of the 
evening. Mr. Warde made special mention of the manu- 
facturers’ organization recently organized in New York 
to combat the growth of organized labor. Such an or 
ganization must be looked upon with suspicion by union 
men who have struggled for every advantage they have 
gained in life. The presumed friends of organized labor 
were those who oftentimes injured the men more than their 
vowed opponents, and their speeches must be considered 

refully 

Chursday’s two executive sessions were given up to gen 
eral reports. Perhaps the most important action taken 
was the report of the label committee. It was recom 
mended that the very smaller label and a slightly larger 


one now in use be re-adopted. It had been planned to 


change the labels, but the matter was left over until the 
next annual meeting 

In the evening the delegates went to Cambridge Springs 
in special trolley cars.° A banquet was served during the 
evening at the Hotel Rider. 

Although the executive committee during the past year 
had given the pulp, sulphite and paper mill workers repre 
sentation and recommended that this body be taken into 
the Brotherhood, the delegates failed to adopt the absorp- 
tion plan. The paper makers, old in the trade, stated that 
while the Brotherhood would be strengthened in many 
ways by the admittance of these craftsmen, it would be 
weakened in others. It was claimed that the sulphite 
workers had not the requisite skill to be classed with the 
paper makers; that few of them had been long enough in 
the business to attain the standing of skilled workmen; 
that they seldom kept at the trade for any length of time, 
and that their ranks were constantly being changed and 
with such rapidity that harm would come to the Brother- 
hood by their admittance at this time. 

These and many other reasons were advanced against 
the proposed erage. with the result that the vote 
was overwhelmingly against it 

Plans for the raising of a defense fund were also dis 
cussed. Each delegate seemed to have a different idea of 
the question, although the per capita tax was the one most 
generally favored. After long discussion the matter was 
left over until next year 

Among the many resolutions adopted at the morning 
session was one thanking the members of the Central Labor 
Union of Erie for courtesies extended, and voting them

THE DROUGHT. 


It Has Been Injurious to Paper and 
Pulp Industry. 


Weather Bureau Does Not Afford Any Encouragement, as 
It Does Not Expect Rains Heavy Enough 
to Swell the Streams—Log Drives 
Held Up. 








rhe drought, which has lasted for five weeks, has been 


general over the whole country with the exception of a 
small area in the Northwest. A dry season at this time 
of the year is very unusual. Accompanied by very high 
temperature as it has been, the combination has been more 
injurious to the paper and pulp industry than to any other 
manufacturing industry The lumber business should be 


cluded in the above statement as that is dependent on 


forest and stream the same as the paper and pulp business 
With no additions to the water supply for thirty-five days, 
and with intense heat constantly evaporating the water al 
ready on the ground, it is not to be wondered at that com 
plaints of very low water should come in from all the 
paper and pulp manufacturing centres of the country In 
addition to these complaints reports of very serious forest 
fires have been numerous for the past two weeks. The in 
dustry has, therefore, been afflicted for over a month by 
both fire and water, or rather by the lack of the latte 

and to make bad matters wors Weather Bureau holds 
out no hope of substantial rains heavy enough to perma 
nently fill the streams till the midsummer drought sets in 
The showers that are promised will save the farmers from 
loss, but these are not looked forward to by papes and 


pulp manufacturers as likely to give permanent relief 


From Maine one large paper manufacturer reports that 
on Tuesday of this» week the Kennebec River was as low 
at his mill as it~usually is in the month of July \ dis 
atch from Glens Falls, N. Y., says 

The Hudson River is the lowest that it has been in 
years \ half dozen of the big lumber drives are hung 
up on the shoals between the Boreas River and Glens Falls 
The supply of logs in the big boom which is used as stor 
age for the lumber and paper companies is running low 
and unless the drought is soon ended the paper and lum 
ber mills will be seriously handicapped.’ 


rhese are only fair samples of the reports that come in 


from the different paper and pulp manufacturing sections 





of the country Log driving on the big Maine rivers is 
almost impossible, so low are the waters in the Penobscot 
Kennebec and the other rivers Serious apprehension ts 
now felt that millions of logs will not reach the booms 
this year.

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REPORTS ON PRICES AND DEMAND. 


There Has Been a Falling Off in Both Mill and Jobbing 
Trade—Labor Matters and Drought Both 
Influence Business, 


The labor situation remaining unchanged, the spirit of 
uncertainty continues to put a check on business in fhe 
New York paper market. Some relief was expected as a 
result of the convention of the Brotherhood held last week. 
But in this expectation the manufacturers especially were 
disappointed. The decision of the convention to refer back 
the important questions for settlement to the local organ- 
izations has left the whole matter of hours and wages in 
even a more unsatisfactory condition than it was before 
the meeting. The reason for this is obvious. Before the 
convention the paper manufacturers were in doubt about 
their cost of production for the future, and were conse- 
quently afraid to accept ‘contract business at prevailing 
prices. But this uncertainty was considered only tempo- 
rary, the manufacturers having beguiled themselves with 
the thought that they would know where they stood soon 
after the convention. Unfortunately they do not know this 
as yet, hence the unsettled feeling in the paper market. 
In addition to the suppressed worry over the demands of 
the men in the mills, the manufacturers are beginning to 
get disturbed over the low state of the streams. In a 
number of sections the water is now almost at the mid- 
summer mark. Unless heavy rains come very soon the bad 
effects of the drought will supersede the labor troubles in 
point of importance. The combination of both would, in 
the opinion of the trade, make paper very scarce and high 
this summer. Even with plenty of water during the hot 
months the manufacturers do not foresee any lowering of 
quotations, as they figure that the labor question alone will 
keep the market disturbed all summer. The short supply 
of paper on hand throughout the country will also help to 
hold prices firm, so it is predicted. At present there is an 
average seasonable demand for all grades of paper. The 
gradual easing off in the volume of business as the warm 
weather approaches has, however, been manifest for the 
past few weeks. With the jobbers trade is a little quiet. 
The mills, on the other hand, are, as a general rule, better 
supplied with orders than is usually the case so near the 
1st of June. Prices on current business remain at about 
the same figures.

Quieter Trade in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, May 19, 1903.—Though the trade has 
been trying for the last two weeks to persuade itself that 
the quietness it experienced was only transitory, there is 
expressed this week the general opinion that it will last 
longer than desired, and that the summer dullness is be- 
ginning to show itself. The experience of the last two 
years had inspired the tradé with the hope that the sea- 
sonable dullness would not show itself this year in mid- 
May, as it had not shown itself in those two years.

We must remember, too, that 
next year will be presidential year, and we must expect 
confusion, uncertainty and retrenchment.” Book, of 
course, has felt most the lessening demand.

Car Congestion in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, May 18, 1903.—“We are still having trou- 
ble in making shipments,” complained a local dealer, “but 
fortunately are not much worse off than some of the other 
brethren, not only in this city but in other mill centres in 
this and adjoining States. The delay incident to car conges- 
tion is just as bad now as it ever was. Some may tell you 
that there is an improvement, but you may investigate with 
the knowledge that not only the manufacturer but the 
dealer is still at a decided disadvantage. Shipments which 
formerly required only a few days, say, from three to five, 
now take two and three weeks, and you may imagine how 
this continues to interfere with successful trade.

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Improvements in Wisconsin Mills. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., May 18, 1903.—-George A. Whiting, of 
Neenah, president of the Wisconsin River and Plover Pa- 
per companies, visited Stevens Point, Wis., last 
where he outlined the improvements planned for his mills 
at that place the coming season. The first work 
undertaken at the Plover mill will be the erection of four 
commodious residences for skilled help, whose presence 
in close proximity to the mill is desired. 

Work will also be begun as soon 45 possible on an addi- 
tion to the mill itself. This structure will be 48x160 feet, 
three stories in height, of solid brick, and will be built as 
an addition to the finishing department. This building will 
be erected for the purpose of increasing the output of air 
dried superfine writing and ledger papers. 

In order to provide an adequate supply of pure water the 
company has determined to put in a coagulate system of 
filtration for the purpose of clarifying the Wisconsin River 
water. A large tank with a capacity of 105,000 gallons will 
be erected in which the water will be clarified. This will 
afford a constant supply of 2,000 gallons per minute. 

The new equipment in the mill will include two refining 
engines, several cutters, besides a number of minor ma- 
chines. It is expected that the improvements will be com- 
pleted by August 1, and that the mill will then be able t 
turn out 65,000 pounds of the finest grades of book and 
ledger paper per day. 

When Mr. Whiting was asked if he had any improve- 
ments in view for the Wisconsin or upper mill, he said he 
had nothing definite to announce at this time, but the fact 
that the mill is turning out 90,coo pounds of news paper 
per day makes it imperative with the management to pro- 
cure a greater pulp supply. In view of this fact, Mr. 
Whiting is figuring on the erection of a new pulp mill and 
hopes to see his plans developed during the coming year.

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STRIKES AND LABOR TROUBLES. 


berlin Mills Shut Down—Glens Falls Men May Demand 
Three Tours—Sirikes at Park and Glatfelter Mills 
— The Situation at Holyoke. 








Berwin, N. H.. May 14, 1903.—The paper and pu'!p 
workers to the mumber o/ 1,000 struck on Tuesday, and 
as a consequence the mills of the Burgess Sulphite Fibre 
Company and the Beriin Mills Company's mills are 
down, no one at the present time can tell for how long 
At the Burgess mill everything was quiet and orderly. 
ihe men were ordercd cut ty the union president at 12 
noon. T. P. Burgess, of the Burgess Company, would 
not shut down, but left that with the union. Shortly 
before noon an accident happened to the driving part of 
the mill, but it was not repaired before 12, and every 
man in the mil., 

The only dissatisfied ones are the pulp workers, but 
the millwrights, machine and digester men went out on a 
sympathetic strike. At the Berlin Mills promptly at 12 
all the men in the sawmill went out, but those in the 
paper ard pulp mills did not go out until 6 p. m. Twenty- 
two special police have been sworn in, and many are 
patroliing the property of the Berlin Mills Company. 
The Berlin Mills Company has also shut its big gen- 
eral store up, and many of the grocers in the city have 


numbering nearly 500, walked out 


gone on a cash basis. 

Mr. Brown, it is said, would not grant all of the de 
mands, but would some of them. The Berlin Mills Com- 
pany says that it will stay down all summer if necessary. 
Many of the men have not mcney enough to carry them 
a week, and as there is now no credit it is very hard 
sledding for them. and for that reason many think it wiil 
not last over two or three weeks. The local union has 
sent for the Federation of Labor officers to come here and 
see what can be done. 

The demands were made more than a week ago, and 
the men have been hoping that some compromise might 
be reached that would avert a strike. All improvements 
upon the company’s plant which are under way will also 
be discontinued, except those being made by contract 
labor. 

The pay rolls of the two companies amount to $50,000 
monthly, payable weekly, and with this amount of money 
removed from circulation the outlook for storekeepers and 
business men of all classes in this city is a most serious 
one. 

Another bad feature of the situation is the fact that 
the Berlin Electric Light Company obtains power from the 
Berlin Mills for manufacturing and lighting stores and resi- 
dences. A shutdown of the mills plant would therefore 
result in great inconveniences all over the city. 

While the strike is in progress each single man will be 
paid $3 and each man with a family $5 per week by the 
unions of which they are members 


Will Demand Three Tours. 

Giens Farts, N. Y., May 18, 1903,—Glens Falls is 
threatened with another serious labor disturbance rhe 
local employees of the International Paper Company on 
Jurz 1 will demand an eight hour day—that is, three shifts 
must be employed, whereas at present there are but two.

Scandinavian Wood Pulp Market. 


United States Consul R. S 
burg, April 22, 1903: 

“Swedish newspapers state that by reason of the unsatis- 
factory condition of the wood pulp market, Swedish and 
Norwegian manufacturers have agreed to diminish their 
production. According to reports, 39,834 tons of paper 
were exported from Gothenburg during the year 1902, or 
nearly 64 per cent. of the total export from Sweden, and 
7,497 tons of pasteboard or building paper (nearly 92 per 
cent. of the whole). The quantities of wood pulp exported 
from Gothenburg were: Chemical, dry, 40,064 tons, or 
nearly 25 per cent.; chemical, moist, 4,753 tons, or more 
than 47 per cent.; mechanical, dry, 22,339 tons, 
than 69 per cent.; and moist, 7,604 tons, or more than 14 
per cent. of the total ex>ort from Sweden.

Northern New York Pulp Men Have Their Output Lessened 
—The Stocks on Hand Are Sufficient for 
a Month or Two. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) ° 
Watertown, N. Y., May 19, 1903.—For a month or more 
no rain to speak of has fallen in Northern New York and 
the situation from the paper manufacturers’ standpoint is 
becoming serious. The streams are so low now that some 
of the larger pa,cr mills are unable to grind the wood 
necessary to keep thcir machines going and they are draw- 
ing on the reserve of pulp accumulated during the past 
few months. The stock of pulp on hand in most cases is 
sufficient to keep the mills goimg for a month or two, but 
that will be no more than enough to carry them along to 
the time when low water is naturally expected. If the 
present condit.ons prevail for a cougle of weeks longer the 
reservoirs in the Adirondack region will have to be drawn 
upon to suppiy the mills, while heretofore this reserve of 
water has been held back until July or August. The earth 
is so dry now that heavy and iong continued rains would 
be necessary to raise the streams, consequently manufac 
turers have reason to look for serious drawbacks before 
the usual fall rains come to help them out. At the pres- 
ent time the reservoirs are full, but they cannot be drawn 
upon sufficiently to give the big mills all the power they 
require, and most of them are looking forward to a short- 


age of ground wood long before the summer is over B 


Northern New York Forest Fires.

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CENTRAL NEW YORK PAPER MILLS. 


As a Rule Mills Are Busy—No Low Water, Scarcity of 
Orders or Serious Labor Troubles 
—New Plants. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Futton, N. Y., May 18, 1903.—The mills along the 
Oswego River are running merrily, untroubled as yet by 
low water, scarcity of orders or serious labor troubles. 
But the water in the river is much lower than the cor- 
responding period of last year, and the prolonged dry 
spell has caused much wneasiness among mill men in 
this locality, and unless rain is soon forthcoming the level 
will fall to a point where shortage of power will surely 
result. 

For the Battle Island Paper Company the power situa- 
tion is much better than it has been for some time. Dur- 
ing the winter months the company experienced some 
trouble with back water; in fact, to such an extent that 
it took the precaution to insure against further trouble 
of a like nature by purchasing a complete steam equip- 
ment for its plant. Additional machinery in the line of 
barkers has also been recently installed. The mill is 
running steadily with plenty of orders for its output of 
sulphite, which is giving very general satisfaction to the 
trade. 

G. L. Wells, the secretary of the Battle Island Paper 
Company, is spending some time at Ha Ha Bay, Que., 
looking after the shipping of pulp wood. The company 
has purchased near that point 171 square miles of heavily 
timbered spruce land. This immense tract is equivalent 
to more than 1,000,000 acres, and insures abundant wood 
supply for years to come. Twenty-one barkers are run- 
ning at the company’s rossing plant at Ha Ha Bay, and 
the first shipload of wood will be started toward Fulton 
the coming week; 1,065,000 logs, measuring more than 
25,000 cords, have been cut and floated, and a small army 
of men are at work at the rossing mill getting the wood 
ready for shipment to the mill at Fulton. 

John Morris, draughtsman for the Battle Island Paper 
Company since its building operations were commenced, 
has severed his connection with the company, and ac- 
cepted a situation in New Jersey.

The new plant of the Volney Paper Company has been 
actively started. The old buildings which occupied the 
mill site have been removed and the ground cleared for 
the new structure. A portion of the foundation wall is 
already in place. The next six weeks will be largely 
devoted to excavation for the tail race. The mill build- 
ings will be of concrete construction throughout.

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MEGARGEE PAPER MILL BURNED. 


The Mill Had Been Operated by the Concern for Thirty- 
three Years—Iwo Rotaries Filled with Rags 
Explode—No One Hurt, 


PHILADELPHIA, May 18, 1903—The Spring Lawn Paper 
Mill, operated by the Megargee Paper Mills on the Big 
Elk Creek im Chester County, Pa., was totally destroyed by 
fire on the evening of the 13th inst. 

Fire was discovered in the basement by an oiler who 
had gone down to oil the main line shafting. It is sup- 
posed that it had been smouldering for some time, and his 
opening the door made a draft and fanned it into a blaze. 
The mill was equipped with automatic sprinklers through- 
out, and they operated at once, but the fire had gained such 
headway that they proved unable to do more than hinder 
it a little. The fire pump was immediately started and a 
line of hose run into the basement, but the fire came on 
with such fury that the effort had to be abandoned, even 
the hose being burned. 

Both rotary boilers were filled with rags, and both ex- 
ploded with terrible force, scattering rags and pieces of 
iron for almost a quarter of a mile. Fortunately no one 
was even hurt. 

This mill has been operated by the present corporation 
and Megargee Brothers for thirty-three years, and was 
run on a high grade of white all rag paper intended for 
parchmentizing and vulcanizing. 

The loss on ‘buildings, machinery and stock will amount 
to about $70,000, which is about covered by insurance. 


Schwab Lays Paper Mill Corner Stone. 


WILLIAMSBURG, Pa, May 19, 1903.—Williamsburg, the 
oldest and probably the quietest town in Blair County, 
gave a hearty welcome today to its most distinguished 
son, Charles M. Schwab, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation. The occasion was the laying of the 
cornerstone of the Williamsburg Paper Mill, an industrial 
enterprise to which Mr. Schwab contributed $100,000. 
The capital stock of the company is $250,000. Mr. 
Schwab arrived this morning, accompanied by Julius 
Blackburn, auditor of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion; W. W. Blackburn, second vice president of that 
corporation; D. M. Clemsen, superintendent of steamship 
lines for the same company, all ex-residents of Williams- 


burg, and by Mr. Schwab’s father and mother and other 
relatives. 

The party was met at the station by the entire popula- 
tion of the old town and by several thousand visitors. 
Aiter luncheon Mr, Schwab and his party were escorted 
through the gayly decorated streets to the site of the 
paper mill. Several addresses were delivered, all lauda- 
tory of Mr. Schwab. In responding, he said he was 
pleased to have the opportunity to greet his old friends, 
After speaking on the importance to the individual of a 
life of faithful industry, he promised to stand by the local 
paper industry to his last dollar. In view of a recent dis- 
aster in the neighborhood of Williamsburg, by which 
several lives were lost by the blowing up of a dynamite 
factory, Mr. Schwab announced that he would place in 
the hands of a local committee $10,000 worth of paper 
mill stock to be distributed to the worthy poor. 

At the conclusion of the speeches Mr. Schwab laid the 
corner stone of the new mill. 


Denver Post May Build Paper Mill. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 15, 1903.—F. G. Bonfils, of 
Denver, is contemplating the erection of a mill to manu- 
facture paper for the Denver Post, of which paper he is 
one of the owners. Mr. Bonfils came to Kansas City 
Monday night. Yesterday he visited the Star’s paper 
mill, now in course of construction in the East bottoms. 
He says that the Star’s plan to make its own paper is 
being watched with interest by papers all over the coun- 
try, and that when it is demonstrated by the Star that a 
publication can manufacture its Own paper other papers 
will build mills, 


The Kimberly & Clark Company and Taxes. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App.eton, Wis., May 18, 1903-—All of the real estate 
property of the Kimberly & Clark Company in this city 
will be offered for sale within a few days by the county 
treasurer of Outagamie County. The sale will be made 
because the company has refused to pay its taxes, claim- 
ing that the rate of taxation was excessive. The property 
amounts to about $80,000, and tax titles will be given, to 
the purchaser. It will then be necessary for the Kimberly 
& Clark Company to redeem the property by paying the 
taxes assessed against it, unless other legal measures are 
interposed. 

A motion for an injunction restraining the sale of the 


property by the county treasurer was heard Saturday by 
Judge Goodland, in Circuit Court. The motion was ‘de- 
nied on the ground of a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, the stand being taken that injunctional proceedings 
were improper methods to remedy the difficulty. It is 
probable, since the motion for an injunction has been de 
nied, that suit will be started by the Kimberly & Clark 
Company against the county. Fox River.

The loss on ‘buildings, machinery and stock will amount 
to about $70,000, which is about covered by insurance. 


Schwab Lays Paper Mill Corner Stone. 


WILLIAMsBURG, Pa., May 19, 1903—Williamsburg, the 
oldest and probably the quietest town in Blair County, 
gave a hearty welcome today to its most distinguished 
son, Charles M. Schwab, president of the United States 
Steel Coiporation. The occasion was the laying of the 
cornerstone of the Williamsburg Paper Mill, an industrial 
emterprise to which Mr. Schwab contributed $100,000. 
The capital stock of the company is $250,000. Mr. 
Schwab arrived this morning, accompanied by Julius 
Blackburn, auditor of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion; W. W. Blackburn, second vice president of that 
corporation; D. M. Clemsen, superintendent of steamship 
lines for the same company, all ex-residents of Williams- 


burg, and by Mr. Schwab’s father and mother and other 
relatives. 

The party was met at the station by the entire popula- 
tion of the old town and by several thousand visitors. 
Aiter luncheon Mr. Schwab and his party were escorted 
through the gayly decorated streets to the site of the 
paper mill. Several addresses were delivered, all lauda- 
tory of Mr, Schwab. In responding, he said he was 
pleased to have the opportunity to greet his old friends. 
Aiter speaking on the importance to the individual of a 
life of faithful industry, he promised to stand by the local 
paper industry to his last dollar. In view of a recent dis- 
aster in the neighborhood of Williamsburg, by which 
several lives were lost by the blowing up of a dynamite 
factory, Mr. Schwab announced that he would place in 
the hands of a local committee $10,000 worth of paper 
mill stock to be distributed to the worthy poor. 

At the conclusion of the speeches Mr. Schwab laid the 
corner stone of the new mill. 


Denver Post May Build Paper Mill. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 15, 1903.—F, G. Bonfils, of 
Denver, is contemplating the erection of a mill to manu- 
facture paper for the Denver Post, of which paper he is 
one of the owners. Mr, Bonfils came to Kansas City 
Monday night. Yesterday he visited the Star’s paper 
mill, now in course of construction in the East bottoms. 
He says that the Star’s plan to make its own paper is 
being watched with interest by papers all over the coun- 
try, and that when it is demonstrated by the Star that a 
publication can manufacture its own paper other papers 
will build mills, 


The Kimberly & Clark Company and Taxes. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

App.eton, Wis., May 18, 1903-—All of the real estate 
property of the Kimberly & Clark Company in this city 
will be offered for sale within a few days by the county 
treasurer of Outagamie County. The sale will be made 
because the company has refused to pay its taxes, claim- 
ing that the rate of taxation was excessive. The property 
amounts to about $80,000, and tax titles will be given, to 
the purchaser. It will then be necessary for the Kimberly 
& Clark Company to redeem the property by paying the 
taxes assessed against it, unless other legal measures are 
interposed. 

A motion for an injunction restraining the sale of the 


property by the county treasurer was heard Saturday by 
Judge Goodland, in Circuit Court. The motion was de- 
nied on the ground of a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, the stand being taken that injunctional proceedings 
were improper methods to remedy the difficulty. It is 
probable, since the motion for an. injunction has been de- 
nied, that suit will be started by the Kimberly & Clark 
Company against the county. Fox River. 


Aetna Paper Company’s New Mill. 

Ten cars of paper mill machinery reached Dayton, Ohio, 
this week for the equipment of the new mill being erected 
by the A2tna Paper Company. When both mills are in 
operation their combined output of writing paper will place 
the company close to the head of Western producers of 
these grades of paper. Maxwell Howard, treasurer and 
general manager, says that the company expects to have 
paper on the new machine by July 1; that it is the present 
intention to make the best grades of loft dried and machine 
dried bonds, ledger and superfines. No expenditure of 
money has been or will be spared to make the Aitna mills a 
credit to the paper trade. The city of Dayton is justly 
proud of this growing and progressive industry. The 
steam plant of the Aitna Company alone will consist of 
six large compound condensing engines and will be housed 
in one of the most model modern power houses in the 
Miami Valley. There has been no interruption in the run- 
ning of the No. 1 mill, which is taxed to its full capacity 
with orders.

The Results at Erie. 


Last week we printed a news account of the doings of 
the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers up to the 
time that Tue Paper TrapE JOURNAL went to press, and 
in this issue we continue the story up to the time of the 
dissolving of the convention on Saturday. 

So far as the general industry is concerned the most 
important action taken by the convention was that on the 
three tour system. After a long consideration and dis- 
cussion of the subject the convention decided to refer the 
whole matter back to the local lodges of the Brotherhood, 
each one to make its own demands, subject to the approval 
of the national executive board. This practically lays the 
matter over for some time, and President Mackey, of the 
Brotherhood, says that he does not now know of any 
demand that will be made for the three shift system. 

We print a special interview had with President Mackey 
this week on his return from Erie, and what that gentle- 
man says as to the work of the convention is of interest, 
particularly at this time. 

We also print on another page the answers made by 
W. Dyson, general secretary of the Amalgamated So- 
ciety of Paper Makers of Great Britain, to a series of 
questions framed particularly to bring out the results of 
his observations while he was in this country recently as 
a member of the Mosely Commission. Mr. Dyson is a 
competent observer, and in even the short time he spent 
in this country he seemed to get a very comprehensive 
view of the paper making industry. While we disagree 
with his conclusions on some points, we think that in the 
main he is correct. His statements are well worth read- 
ing, whether one agrees with them or not. 





Paper Making at St. Louis. 


In another part of this issue we printed a news story 
as to what is befhg done to bring about an adequate ex- 
hibit at St. Louis on the part of the paper making industry. 
Colonel Ockerson, chief of the Department of Liberal Arts, 
who has the matter in hand, is particularly anxious that a 
paper making machine should be installed in the space 
allotted to his department, and is making an effort in that 
direction. He has sent to the leading paper machinery 
manufacturers a circular that we reproduce, and which 
leaves the decision as to whether there will be an “Exposi- 
tion Paper Mill” entirely in the hands of the machine 
builders and the paper manufacturers. The question ought 
to be settled one way or the other at an early date, in 
order that proper preparations for the building and installa- 
tion of the machinery can be made. 
should be represented. 


The paper industry 
Its display should be in keeping 
with its importance, and it is to be hoped that the “Ex- 
position Paper Mill” will be an accomplished fact. 

The exhibit of paper in rolls and reams, and of paper 
products is all well enough in its way. It is an essential 
part of the entire scheme, but any exhibit that has omitted 
from it a paper making machine will be incomplete and im- 
perfect. , 

The paper trade had almost no lot or part in the Buf- 
falo Exposition, and the St. Louis Exposition, that is on 
a much larger plan, should not be allowed to pass without 
a proper representation of one of the most progressive in- 
dustries in the country, Let us have the “Exposition Paper 
Mill” by all means. 





A Paper Trade Carnegie. 


Andrew Carnegie, an iron master of world wide repu- 
tation, has been energetically endeavoring to give away 
his money and incidentally te boom the book publishing 
business, as well as the building of libraries all over this 
country. He has disposed of vast sums of money, in the 
shape of securities of the United States Steel Corporation, 
and the example that he has set apparently has had its in- 
fluence on the president of that corporation. 

On Tuesday of this week the corner stone of a new pa-

per mill was laid at Williamsburg, Pa., 
being the chief figure on that occasion. The press dis- 
patches report Mr. Schwab as saying in his formal speech 


that he would back the enterprise with his last dollar, and 


that he would give $10,000 of the company’s stock to aid 


the worthy poor of the city in which the mill is located. 
The poor we always have with us, and it is well that the 
worthy poor should be assisted. It is, however, worthy 
of note that if the press dispatches are true, the worthy 
poor dependent on a return from the $10,000 of the paper 
mill stock will have to wait a bit for assistance from that 
source, considering that the mill is not yet built, and will 
not be for a year. 

We have no doubt that the dispatches are wrong, and 
that the worthy poor of Williamsburg will benefit by Mr. 
Schwab’s bounty long before the end of the year in 
which it is expected that the Williamsburg Paper Com- 
pany’s machines will begin to turn out paper. 

Incidentally we might suggest that if Mr. Schwab has 
embarked on a campaign to help the worthy poor of the 
paper industry, he might relieve the necessities of a mum- 
ber of paper manufacturers who for a long term of years 
have bewailed the constantly lowering prices that have 
prevailed, and who have persistently, if not consistently, 
proclaimed that there was no money in owning and op- 
erating a paper mill. Should a list of such be of service 
to Mr. Schwab we will be pleased to furnish it, and also 
to include in it the names of several corporations in the 
trade that on a pinch might be classed among the *‘wor- 


thy poor.” 





The construction of a paper mill by the Kansas City Star 
is being closely watched by newspaper publishers, and it is 
said that the proprietors of the Denver Post are consid- 
ering the advisability of erecting a paper mill of their own. 
It might be just as well for the latter to wait until the 
Star’s mill has been in active operation for some time be- 
fore they go ahead with their plans. Building a paper mill 
is not a great trick, but operating it successfully as a busi- 
ness venture is quite another thing. No publisher who has 
tried to conduct a paper mill and a newspaper has yet been 
able to make the former pay. The proprietors of the Star 
may break this record, but up to date newspaper publishers 
have been able to save money by buying their white stock 
from the paper manufacturer rather than by producing it 
themselves. 








Complaints as to low water have begun early this year. 
The long drought that we have experienced has had its 
effect, and streams in the East are rapidly and surely get- 
ting to the point where they are not serviceable as power 
producers to the paper and pulp manufacturer. The pulp 
man is about the first to feel the loss of water, and already 
some grinders have been stopped. This, of course, has a 
direct bearing on the wood pulp market, for with a re- 
duction of production the price of ground wood hardens. 
Should the drought continue the price will undoubtedly ad- 
vance, and in addition to having to pay higher prices for 
pulp, paper makers will have to call their steam plants into 
action. 





There has been another move in the litigation over the 
McEwan patent. The Elkhart Egg Case and Board Com- 
pany, which. was adjudged by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals to be an infringer on the patent, moved 
to reopen the case and for a rehearing. The motion has 
been denied. This would seem to indicate that in other 
cases defendants would have to produce some new and 
very strong evidenee in order to avoid having their con- 
tentions follow those that have already been decided. At 
present the McEwan patent certainly has the best of the 
argument, and its position is strongly fortified by the de- 
cisions of the courts.

This year the manufacturers of straw board have been 
greatly troubled by a scarcity of straw, their raw material— 
a scarcity due in part to their imability to haul the ma- 
terial because of bad roads, The indications now are that 
there will be an abundant crop of straw next year. There 
are, however, no indications as to what the conditions 
of the highways are to be. 

The “fire fiend,” concerning whom the reporters of the 
daily papers are accustomed to talk, has been active lately 
in the paper industry. A number of paper mills have been 
damaged, and some few of them have been wiped out of 
existence. The market, however, has not suffered greatly 
because of any marked scarcity of paper mill product.

THE STRAW CROP. 


There Has Been Some Doubt as to What It Would Be, 
But Indications Now Point to a 
Record Breaker. 








Dayton, Ohio, May 18, 1903.—For some time there has 
been some doubt as to the forthcoming wheat crop, for 
upon it depends the prosperity of the straw board and 
straw paper business. Reports are not as favorable as 
they were a fortnight since, nevertheless they are encourag- 
ing, so much so that it is now almost possible to predict 
one of the best wheat and oat crops of the decade. The 
scarcity of straw at this time and the consequent boosting 
of prices have put the mill men on the alert. A well 
known manufacturer, who traverses several States, said: 

“The indications in the Middle West are fairly good. An 
improvement in the condition of winter wheat is noticeable 
this week in Ohio, but the crop has suffered in Illinois, 
Kentucky and Indiana, the three States which, besides 
Ohio, furnish practically all of the straw for the mills in 
the Middle West. Spring wheat seeding is now practically 
finished and that which was sown early is coming up to 
expectations and seems to be in a healthy condition. But 
little damage seems to have resulted from the severe 
weather of ten days ago. I am told that conditions are less 
favorable farther West.” 

Some distouraging reports may yet be expected, as the 
season has not advanced to that point where an infallible 
supply may be predicted. Rust and insects may yet get in 
their work, and, in fact, there are many possibly adverse 
features to be considered. Manufacturers are hoping for a 
full crop this year, as the scarcity has affected trade in 


some sections. M. V

The McEwan Patent. 


The National News Board Company has issued a state- 
ment that the Elkhart Egg Case Company, against which 
judgment was recently had as an infringer of the patent, 
had asked the United States Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Chicago for a reargument and rehearing on the following 
grounds: 

1. That the court in its opinion had been guilty of a 
mistake regarding the facts. 2. That the court’s interpre- 
tation of the patent precludes infringement. 3. That the 
court construed the patent too broadly on the evidence, 
especially in view of the comparison between the de- 
fendant’s process and that used at Rockton, Ill. 4; That 
the court did not give sufficient weight to certain exhibits 
which the defendants had constructed specifically for the 
purpose of influencing the court, but which were not like 
the things that the defendants had manufactured. 5. That 
the court erred in not holding the complainant to the 
issues tendered by the bill of complaint, and also that the 
record was not complete, and for other reasons. 

The court, after carefully considering all the arguments 
presented by the able lawyers, handed down its decision 
on May 15 to the effect that all the foregoing points did 
not affect its previous judgment, and that therefore the 
petition for a rehearing had to be denied.

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News From THE MILLs. 


The Nekoosa Paper Company, at Nekoosa, Wis., has in- 
sta'led a large railroad scale for weighing cars. 

Mike Stepanski, an employee of the Whiting Paper Com- 
pany, at Neenah, Wis., was seriously injured last week by 
a chain that struck him on the head. Fracture of the skull 
is feared. 

All common laborers employed by the Marinette and 
Menominee Paper Company Saturday received an advance 
in wages of 10 cents per day. The change affects 200 men. 
Few of the men will now receive less than $1.50. 

William Dreyer, an employee of the Wausau Paper Mills 
Company, at Brokaw, Wis., was instantly killed Saturday. 
He was oiling machinery when his overalls caught in a 
shaft. Nearly every bone in his body was broken. 

The city of Grand Rapids, Wis., is given an exhibition 
of blasting every noon and night in the wheel pits of the 
new paper mill. Hundreds of people gather on the banks 
of the river daily to watch the result of the discharges. 

The Dexter (N. Y.) Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company 
has the repairs on its mill, which was wrecked by an ex- 
plosion some months ago, well under way. It will resume 
operations again within the next two or three weeks. 

Joseph Lanois, employed at the Pioneer Mill at Dalton, 
had his right arm caught between the rolls and frame of 
the machine last week, and the flesh badly torn to the 


elbow. The wound was dressed, and the arm will be 


saved. 


Thomas Cunningham, aged fifty-five years, while en- 
gaged in repairing the carriage to the sawmill of the Gould 
Paper Company, at Page, Lewis County, N. Y., was fatally 
injured by the carriage running against him and breaking 
his back. He died at 7 o’clock. A widow and five children 
survive. 

Sanford M. Hall has severed his connection with the 
Missisquoi Pulp Company, of Sheldon Springs, Vt., and 
has secured a position with the International Paper Com- 
pany as superintendent of the ground wood department of 
the Hudson River mill at Palmer, N. Y. Before going to 
St. Albans Mr. Hall was with the International Paper 
Company since its organization. 


The Riverside Paper Company, Glastonbury, Conn., 
started up Tuesday morning after a shutdown of two 
days. Friday afternoon a driver struck the north guy wire 
of the smoke stack with his wagon. The wire snapped in 
two, and the stack being released toppled over on the 
buildings. The stack separated and broke, and the pieces 
of sheet iron fell on the ground. It was necessary to use 
hoisting apparatus to raise the stack to its former place. 


Six non-union paper mill workers from Milton, N. H., 
arrived at Basin Mills, Me., Monday afternoon to work for 
the Orono Pulp and Paper Company. Being ignorant that 
a strike was on at this plant they were much surprised 
and somewhat dismayed to be greeted on their arrival with 


cries of “Scab! Scab!’ Later they had an earnest talk 
with various members of the striking union, the result. of 
which was that Tuesday morning the newcomers returned 
to New Hampshire. 


The Lydall & Foulds Paper Company has voluntarily 
increased the wages of its employees in its paper mills at 
Lydallville and Parkerville, Conn., by an addition of 10 
per cent. The employees were pleasantly surprised Mon 
day noon when the company posted notices to this effect. 
The raise will take effect this week, and every person em- 
ployed by the company will profit by it. No request for a 
raise had’ been made by the men, and none was contem- 
plated. The relations existing between this company and 
its workmen are of the pleasantest kind. 

The old paper mill at Waterloo, Ia., will soon be torn 
down and the stone and other material in it will be piled 
up to await a time when building materials are not so ex- 
pensive. Then it will be utilized in a new building. The 
old mill is the property of the Union Mill Company. It 
was bid in by W. A. Dugane at a foreclosure sale at 
Waterloo over a year ago. Part of it is now being used 
as a cooper shop, where barrels are being manufactured 
for a mill company’s use. Just what the nature of the new 
factory will be the company has not yet given to the pub- 
lic. It may be that an additional flouring mill will be 
eercted or a building suitable for some other line of busi- 
ness put up. The race connects with the present building 
and an additional mill could be erected without much al- 
teration to the race as it is today. 
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AMERICAN METHODS. 


Official Report of W. Dyson, Who Visited the United States 
as a Member of the Mosely Commission—A Compari- 
son of United States and British Methods. 








Lonpon, May 7, 1903.—The report of the commission 
sent to the United States by Mr. Mosely to inquire into 
the conditions of working and the relations of employers 
and employed has just been published. Mr. Dyson’s re- 
port dealing with the paper industry repeats to a large 
extent the information submitted to the Paper Makers’ 
Association. It will, therefore, suffice to make a few ex- 
tracts only: 

“In framing my report,” says Mr. Dyson, “I will take 
the question of education first. There is no doubt that in 
this respect the Americans are far ahead of us, not only 
in the fact that it is free, but it is carried to a higher grade 
in the ordinary day or States’ school than is the case in 
this country, with the result that it arouses the interest of 
the scholars and creates a desire and a determination to 
further continue their education by attending the evening 
technical classes after they have left the day school and 
commenced work. 

“Leaving the question of education for the workshop, 
we also find the American up to date in every respect, both 
as regards machinery and the conditions under which the 
men work, every encouragement being given to them in 
the shape of reward for initiating or suggesting any im- 
provement in the management of machinery, and in the 
event of the production being increased thereby, the work- 
man may rely upon getting a fair percentage of the profit 
accruing therefrom, whether he is on piecework or day 
wage. 

“Mechanical appliances for labor saving are also more 
largely used than is the case in England, making it much 
easier for the workman generally. 

“As regards the wages paid, they are at least 50 per 
cent. higher than in England, though in many cases the 
quality and finish of the manufactured article is inferior 
to British make. 

“In comparing the spending power or value of the Amer- 
ican wages compared to the English, I will take the house 
rents first, which are very high indeed, varying from $8 
to $12 per month in the country districts, to $14 and up to 
$18 in the towns; these prices are for an ordinary six 
roomed house. 

“Clothes are also much dearer. A suit costing about £3 
in England would cost £4 to £4 10s. in America. Food | 
did not find any dearer, and in some places rather cheaper, 
especially so in the agricultural districts. But for luxuries 
you have got to pay as follows: Beer, 5 cents per glass; 
whiskey, 10 to 15 cents (and not very palatable at that) ; 
cigars, 10 cents (in many cases not equal to what you get 
in England for 3d.). If you want a glass of Scotch or 
Irish whiskey they will let you have it for 25 cents, and a 
small bottle of Bass’ beer at the same price. Boots cleaned, 
5 and 10 cents; shaving, 10 cents; hair cutting, 15 cents; 
so, although the necessaries of life are not much dearer 
than in England, the luxuries are very much dearer, and 
therefore, unless a man is very careful, &c., he can very 
soon spend the difference between the wages earned.” 

Mr. Dyson then refers to the visits he made to Amer- 
ican mills, the particulars given being a repetition of a 
portion of his report to the Paper Makers’ Association pre- 
viously referred to. 

To the set questions Mr. Dyson gives the following re- 
plies : 

1. Is the American lad better equipped by early train- 
ing and education for his work than the English lad?— 
Yes; the education of the American lad is superior, and 
reaches a higher standard in the day schools than it does 
in = . 

if yes, what changes would you suggest in_ the 
English system of education for the working classes?—It 
should be made equally efficient in England and entirely 
free; every child should be given the same opportunity, 
so that when they leave school to take up their trade or 
profession they may do so on an equal footing. 

3. Have you any suggestions to make with regard to 
evening continuation chasses and technical education in 
evening classes for men at work during the day?—I would 
suggest that evening continuation and technical education 
classes should be more numerous than at present, for in 
many cases it is impossible for those residing in country 
districts to attend evening classes, either through not 
being able to get there in time or being unable to pay 
the necessary traveling expenses. 


(B) Reratrions BeTween EMPLOYERS AND EMPLOYED. 


4. What are the hours of work in your trade in Amer- 
ica, and how do they compare with the hours in England? 

The hours worked in the paper mills in America are, in 
the majority of cases, from 7 Monday morning to 6 Sat- 
urday evening; others work later, while some work until 
6 or 8 o'clock on Sunday morning. As regards the com- 
parison between American and English mills, the Ameri- 


can certainly work longer hours, as the majority of the 
English mills stop at 2 p. m., though the remainder run 
on to 6, 8 and 10 o’clock on Saturday evening, and some 
until Sunday morning as in America, 

5. Does the American workman do more or less in an 
hour, on the average, than the English workman?—There 


is very little if any difference between the two countries; 
the working at high pressure and the everlasting hustle 
ascribed to American workshops is a myth, and exists 
in imagination only. 

6. Is the system of piecework (piece rates or time 
piece rates) largely used in America?—Not to any great 
extent in the paper trade, a fair day’s wage being found in 
most cases to give satisfaction to both employer and em- 
_ ployed. 

7. -Is this system found of benefit (a) to the men, (b) 
to the employers? Does it give an unfair advantage to 
either side?—It was found to be of benefit in the great 
majority of cases, in some the reverse, mostly depending 
upon the principle of the employer. 

8. When skilled workers on piecework increase the 
output per man by their own efficiency, do American 
employers cut down wages so as to prevent a man earn- 
ing more than a certain amount?—No; every encourage- 
ment is given to the most skilled workman who is on 
piecework to earn as much as he possibly ‘can. 

9g. Are systems of premiums and bonuses commoner in 
America than in England, and if so, how do they result for 
employer and employed?—The system of paying premiums 
and bonuses for improvements and suggestions made by 
the employee is largely used in America, and frequently 
results beneficially to both. 

10. Where weekly wages are paid—(a) Do the men 
show an anxiety to do their best and give a fair day’s 
work for a fair day’s pay? (b) On this system do per- 
sonal energy and initiative meet with a due reward?—(a) 
The majority do so, but there are both sorts, as in any 
other country. (b) Yes, to the extent that the best 
worker gets the best job, which often means higher 
wages. 

11. Are American employers anxious to induce the 
workers on time work to increase the output per man and 
to increase the wages per man in the same proportion?— 
Yes; the wages for time work are such as will induce him 
to do his utmost. 

12. Are suggestions for improvements made by the 
employers, the introduction of labor saving appliances 
and up to date machines, welcomed by the men, or the 
reverse?—Yes; they are appreciated by the workman for 
the reason that up to date machinery means less anxiety 
and better results for both. 

13. Are suggestions for improvements made by the 
workmen welcome and rewarded by the employer?—Yes, 
and encouraged by offers of premiums and bonuses; if 
necessary, financial assistance is given to develop ‘the 
same. 

14. (a) Do the werkmen attend on a larger number 
of machines than in England? (b) If yes, does the sys- 
tem benefit both employer and workmen, or does either 
side reap an unfair advantage from it?—(a) Not in the 
paper trade. 

15. Does the American workman require much “over- 
looking’? How does he compare in this respect with the 
English workman?—The superintendents and foremen 
over the different departments are practically the same 
as in England (in the paper trade). 

16. Is the American workman capable of exercising 
initiative and of working without frequent and detailed 
directions? How does he compare with the English 
workman in this respect?—About the same in both re- 
spects. 

17. Does the American workman exert himself at 
times of special pressure, and at such times do overwork 
cheerfully? How does his overtime output compare with 
the output of the normal day? and how does he in these 
respects compare with the English workman?—The good 
workman, whether English or American, will exert him- 
self at times of special pressure, but there are good and 
bad in beth countries, and in America, as in England, 
there is a strong objection to work overtime, the adop- 
tion of the eight hours day (in many cases) being proof 
of the fact. 

18. Are the American employers more accessible to 
their men than English employers?—I made many in- 
quiries on this point, and I Gohaier there is very little if 
any difference between the two countries. 

19. Speaking generally, are there greater opportuni- 
ties for the workingman to rise in America than in Eng- 
land?—Yes; there are naturally more opportunities for the 
workingman to rise in America than in England, as new 
mills are constantly being erected, and consequently the 
demand for men is much greater. 

20. Are the needs of the workers in the matter of 
sanitation, ventilation and general comfort in the factory 
better met in America than in England?—Yes; on the 
average very much better. 

21. (a) Do you consider American factories better 
equipped for production than English? (b) Are they 
better managed? and are a greater proportion of univer- 
sity trained men employed in management than is the 
case in England? (c) Do the factories turn out better 
work?—(a) Yes. (b) No; I don’t think so, The majority 
of managers I met in the paper mills were men who had 
risen from the ranks, and, though not university trained, 
their standard of education was much higher than in 
England. (c) No; but they turn out the same quality in 
greater quantity. 

22. How far is greater output in American factories 
due to—(a) Longer hours of work? (b) Greater speed at 
which the machinery is run?—(a) Both; but the greater 
proportion is undoubtedly made by the greater speed at 
which their machinery is run. 

23. Are there any points in American practice which 
should, in your opinion, be imitated in English factories? 
—Yes; improved machinery, to run at a higher speed, re- 
wards for the encouragement of suggestions, etc., and ef- 
ficient ventilation and sanitary arrangements. 

(C) Genera ConpiTion OF WorKERS OUTSIDE THE 
Factory. 


24. (a) Are the American workers better fed than the 
English? (b) How does the price of food in America 
compare with that in England?—(a) Yes; they are paid 
better and they live better than the English workers. 
(b) There is very little, if any, difference. 

25. (a) Are the American workers better clothed than 
the English? (b) How does the price of clothes in 
America compare with that in England?—(a) No. (b) 


Very unfavorably; a suit costing in England £3 would 
cost at least £4 in America, and in some cases £4 10s. 

26. ((a) Are the American workers better housed 
than the English? (b) How does rent in America com- 
pare with rent in England? (c) Do more workers, rela- 
tively, own the houses they live in, than is the case in 
England? If yes, to what circumstance do you attribute 
this?-—(a) No. (b) Very unfavorably, being 75 to 100 
per cent. higher than in England. (c) Yes, in the coun- 
try districts especially so, which I attribute to the higher 
wages paid and the reasonable price of land. 

27. ow does the average wage in your trade in 
America, expressed in money, compare with the average 
wage in England?—I should estimate the average wage 
in American paper mills for skilled labor to be 25s. per 
week higher and unskilled tos. per week higher than in 
England. 

28. How does the value of the American wage com- 
pare with that of the English, cost of living being taken 
into account?—I estimate the value of wages as follows: 
That 16s. in England is about equal to 20s. in America. 

29. Can the careful, sober, steady man, while keeping 
= efficient, save more in America than in England? 
—Yes 

30. If yes, does he in fact. save more, or not?—Yes, if 
he is as described in question 29; if he is not, luxuries 
are very dear, and he can easily spend the difference be- 
tween the wages earned. 

31. Does gambling on horse racing, etc., enter as 
largely into the life of the American as of the English 
workingman?—No; there is practically no betting on 
horse racing in America, only what takes place on the 
race course. 

32. Is the American workingman more sober?—Yes, 
for which there are two very strong reasons—first, that 
drink is much dearer, and secondly, that the alcoholic 
strength is much lower than in England. 

33. Is it true that the American workingman does a 
larger amount of work in early manhood than the Eng- 
lish, but that he deteriorates young, and that his work- 
ing years are shortened?—No. 

34. Is it true that the American workman is thrown 
out of work at an early age?—No. 

35. (a) Is it true that the average life of the American 
is shorter than that’of the English workman? (b) If yes, 
is this -due to overstrain, less healthy climate, or some 
other cause?—No. 

Are a larger or a smaller proportion of American 
workingmen dependent upon the public purse than is 
the case in England?—A much smaller proportion. 

37. Do the children and friends of American working- 
men, who are either past work or incapacitated by ill 


ehealth or accident, help them to a greater extent than is 


the case in England? If yes, to what do you attribute 
the difference?—Yes. I attribute the difference to the 
higher wages earned, which enables them to do this. 

38. Do you consider the general conditions of life of 
the workman better in America than in England? In 
what respects might American é¢xample be copied so as to 
improve the conditions of life in England?—Yes. The 
great majority of American workmen certainly foliow 
their occupation under more favorable conditions than 
the English workman, there being more attention paid 
to sanitary arrangements, ventilation, etc., which of 
course tend to keep a man fresh and more active, and 
therefore likely to do a better day’s work than if work- 
ing under other conditions. In the above respects, and 
in the encouragement for suggestions, I think we might 
with advantage copy the Americans. 

39. Do you approve of the working of the Civic Fed- 
eration?—Yes. 

40. Could an organization on the same or somewhat 
modified lines be introduced into England?—Yes. 

41. Are the delegates in favor of taking steps to es- 
tablish an organization of this kind in England?—Yes; 
personally I am strongly in favor of establishing a simi- 
lar organization in England, as anything tending toward 
the settlement of disputes without resorting to strikes 
must commend itself to all concerned.

Overproduction of Pulp. 


St Joun, N. B., May 9, 1903.—John Galloway, Jr., of 
Scotland, son of the president who controls the Mispec 
pulp mills, and Messrs. Grusset and Dixon, of Scotland, 
are here on an inspection tour. Mr. Galloway said the 
pulp business was overdone all over the world. Overpro- 
duction in this country, Norway, Sweden and other places, 
has forced the price down so fine that the margin of profits 
under present conditions was almost invisible. He would 
not say whether the mills here would be continued in oper- 
ation or not.

ALL STYLES 
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EXPOSITION PAPER MILL. 


What Is Being Done to Insure a Paper Making Exhibit 
at St. Louls—It Remains for Paper and 
Machine Men to Act. 





(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

St. Louts, Mo., May 15, 1903.—Col. John A. Ockerson, 
chief of Department of Liberal Arts of the Universal Ex- 
position of 1904, to be held in St. Louis, is already assured 
by the applications for space which have been filed, of a 
most interesting exhibit of the products of paper mills in 
not only the United States but many foreign countries. It 
is his design to show the entire field of paper making by 
machines and processes as well as raw material and the 
finished product. 
exhibits the manufacturer of paper who is also a manufac- 
turer of the finished product, such as box paper, envelopes, 
&c., may exhibit in the Liberal Arts Department and not 
have the display separated into the Liberal Arts and the 
Manufactures departments. Colonel Ockerson is endeavor- 
ing to secure an exhibit which shail show the development 
of paper making, followed through the various steps from the 
very early days of papyrus down to the present time, to- 
gether with the process and products from Oriental and 
other distant lands, making a series of novel and attractive 
exhibits. 

The Universal Exposition at St. Louis is to be, above all 
things, an exhibit of processes, and it has been the aim and 
object of the director of exhibits and the heads of all de- 
partments to secure, wherever possible, machinery which 
shall be in motion, performing the functions for which the 
machine was designed. It is the belief of the Exposition 
management that machinery in motion not only is of a 
greater advantage to the exhibitor but will demand the 
instant attention of the public. In pursuance of this policy 
an effort was made some time ago to secure the co-opera- 
tion of the manufacturers of paper making machinery 
throughout the country in such a way as to show the com- 
plete paper making process from grownd wood pulp and 
sulphite to the completed roll of paper. It was afterward 
designed that this roll of paper should be utilized in the 
publication of some program or booklet printed in the 
graphic art section of the Liberal Arts Department so that 
the visitor might be able to see the spruce wood trans- 
formed into the reading page. Investigation by a repre- 
sentative of the Liberal Arts Department brought out the 
fact that paper making machinery men were interested and 


By a recent ruling of the director of 








many of them were willing to co-operate by supplying ma- 
chinefy and paying their pro rata of expense for such an 
exhibit. On May 11 Colonel Ockerson, chief of the De- 
partment of Liberal Arts, sent to the leading paper making 
machinery manufacturers throughout the country the fol- 
lowing letter: 

The proposal to exhibit the process of paper making 
from ground wood, pulp and sulphite fibre and the ma- 
chinery used in connection therewith at the Universal Ex- 
position at St. Louis in 1904 has met with the general 
approval of and its feasibility conceded by those manu- 
facturers of machinery, pulp and paper with whom this 
department has so far been able to consult. 

The benefit to the manufacturers individually and to 
the industry generally in the United States is recognized. 
There could be no more interesting exhibit than a small 
paper mill in operation, and it would assuredly attract the 
paper makers of the world by this display of. American 
machinery. 

In such a process exhibit opportunity would be given 
to a great many manufacturers to participate, and the Lib- 
eral Arts Department makes the suggestion that 
The manufacturers of paper, pulp and paper making ma- 

chinery organize into an association or community of 
interests for the purpose of establishing at the Uni- 
versal Exposition to be held in St. Louis, Mo., May 1 
to December 1, 1904, an exhibit of paper making ma- 
chinery and processes for making paper in a building 
to be known as the “Exposition Paper Mill.” ; 
The participants select some person who shall super- 
intend for the exhibitors the arrangement for the ex- 
hibit, installation of machinery and the operation of 
the plant during the Exposition. 

The expense of the exhibit to be divided among the 
manufacturers who participate. 

The Exposition on its part to supply the site at no 
cost to the manufacturer participating and to in every 
way render such assistance as is in conformity with 
the laws and regulations of the Exposition Company. 
No machinery, devices or advertisements other than 
those of persons participating in the expense of the 
exhibit, under the direction of the superintendent 
selected by the exhibitors, shall be allowed a place 
or space in the “Exposition Paper Mill.” 

This department is in receipt of a number of sugges- 
tions regarding the proposed mill. The one presenting 
the most desirable features is a building 80x180 feet with 
the machinery so installed that the spectator looks down 
upon the operation of the mill from a gallery which runs 
around the four sides. Arrangements are made in this 
method of installation for four grinding machines, which 
will give that number of manufacturers of these machines 
opportunitv to exhibit. There will also be wet ma- 
chines, screens, four beating engines, Jordan refining en- 
gines, granite and machine chests, one Fourdrinier ma- 
chine, with the necessary auxiliary machinery to make up a 
complete paper mill. From information at hand I am 
convinced that the greater part of the necessary ventilators, 
window and shutter devices, skylights, sliding doors, &c.,

THE GRADES OF PAPERS ARE 
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to be used in the construction of the mill, as well as the 
belting and other machinery not manufactured by paper 
making machinery firms, can be secured as exhibits by the 
superintendent whom you will appoint. 

Under this plan the steam to heat the cylinders is fur- 
nished by a 150 horse power boiler installed in the paper 
mill, and which could also, no doubt, be secured and in- 
stalled as an exhibit, reducing this expense to practically 
nothing. 

The general opinion expressed by those manufacturers 
of paper making machinery, &c., with whom the question 
has been discussed is that either news print or a grade of 
book paper from wood pulp be made. If book paper, it 
has been suggested also that a booklet be printed describ- 
ing the paper mill and its machinery, and also contain- 
ing the advertisement of each exhibitor; these books to 
be distributed free or to be sold as the superintendent 
shall decide. There would be provision made, in addi- 
tion to this exploitation by means of the booklet, on the 
walls of the gallery floor for the advertisement of each 
manufacturer participating, so that every person taking 
part in the exhibit would receive due credit. Individually, 
exploitation by each manufacturer would also be allowed 
within the liberal rules of the Exposition. 

It would not be feasible to make sulphite fibre. The 
stock used would have to be brought in, though the process 
might be shown by photographs. 

The cost of such an exhibit and the operation of such an 
Exposition Paper Mill has been variously estimated at 
from $15,000 to $25,000. There is no charge for exhibit 
space and there would be no, ground rent expense. All 
machinery and devices for a paper mill will be entered 
upon the books of the Exposition and participate in the 
distribution of awards. 

It is of the utmost importance in this matter to have 
the question as to whether or no the manufacturers of 
paper mill machinery, &c., shall be represented at the Ex- 
position settled at an early date. I will appreciate, there- 
fore, a reply to this communication indicating whether 
you desire to join with other manufacturers in such an 
exhibit and any additional suggestions which would be of 
assistance to this department in reference to this exhibit. 

The situation now is that it is up to the manufacturers 
of paper making machinery and the paper manufacturers 
throughout the country whether there shall be a paper mill 
at the Universal Exposition of St. Louis or whether this 


great industry shall go unrepresented. 


It is the scene of a busy place at the Katahdin Pulp and 
Paper Company’s Mills, Lincoln, Me., owing to the erec- 
tion of new buildings in addition to the usual business. At 
the pulp mill there is under construction a very large fuel 
house 48 feet by 82 feet, and 32 feet high. At the saw- 
mill the company is preparing for the erection immediately 
of a kiln drying house for clapboards and other lumber. 
The building is to be about 186 feet long, 60 feet wide at 
one end, and 80 feet at other, and about 20 feet high.

PAPER.—While reports in regard to the state of trade 
are somewhat conflicting, still the majority opinion is that 
the demand is fully up to the average for this season of the 
year. It is admitted, though, that trade is quiet, compara- 
tively speaking, and that the volume of business going to 
the mills is considerably less than it was. But as a falling 
off in the demand is always expected toward the latter 
part of May the lessened demand has not excited any 
special comment. Considering the lateness of the season 
a good business is being done in the various grades of 
paper. Naturally the jobbing demand for Manilas is 
brisker than that for either Book or Writings. News is 
still reported strong. But the real feature, however, of the 
market this week is the uncertainty that prevails in regard 
to the labor question. The fact that the mooted questions 
about change of hours and increased wages were not de- 
cided at the convention last week has resulted in a con- 
tinuance of that uncertainty and trade is checked in con- 
sequence. The manufacturers are somewhat afraid to ac- 
cept new business on the basis of present prices, as they 
fear that their cost of manufacture may be considerably 
increased in the near future. The dealers and other buy- 
ers of paper, on the other hand, naturally expect some con- 
cession in the way of price in view of the nearness of the 
duli season. The refusal of the mill men to make these 
concessions except in rare cases and on transient business 
only has, no doubt, checked trade. Another feature of the 
market that has developed within the past week is the 
fear on the part of the manufacturers of a dry summer. 
Already it is reported that the thirty days’ dry spell 
which we have had has lowered the streams considerably. 
The whole market is therefore in an unsettled condition.
